Surcharges. In substantiation of the foregoing statement we 


wish to call our readers’ attention to the following 
cases which have come to our notice within the past year. 

About a year ago we were cffered a lot of hitherto unknown sur- 
charged stamps of this country and, upon examining them were 
immediately impressed by the fact that, although it was claimed that 
they had just been received from the postal department of Nicaragua, 
all of them bore the date ‘‘ 1901 °° and that they differed from the sur- 
charges of that vear already catalogued only in having the word 
*CENTAVOS ** spelled out in full instead of abbreviated to ‘* CENT ”’ 

The stamps in question were the two, five and ten centavos on 
the one and two pesos of 1900 and the ten centavos postage due stamp 
(our No. 156); the latter having an error, ** CORRES”? for ‘* CORREOS”’ 
not hitherto known. 

Being suspicious of them we refused to purchase and have never 
even chronicled them. We did, however, eall the attention of the 
vendor to the peculiarities above mentioned and informed him of our 
suspicions, to which he replied, and we believe honestly, that he knew 
nothing about them further than that he had received them in fulfill- 
ment of an order which he had sent to the post office officials for stated 
numbers of the regular surcharged series of 1901, and that they had 
heen accompanied by a letter regretting the inability of the postal 
officials to fill his order in full, but that certain of the stamps in 
question could not be found in sufficient quantities to enable them to do so, 

Some little time later he called upon us again and stated, in effect, 
that he had written to Nicaragua requesting information as to the stamps 
and, in reply, had received a communication stating that when his 
order was received practically none of the stamps surcharged in 1901 
were to be had and that, therefore, they had taken as many of the un. 
surcharged stamps as could be found and surcharged them so as to fill 
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his order as best they could. They added that they had intended to sur- 
charge the stamps ‘‘ 19047’ but that upon investigation, they had found 
that there was no decree authorizing such surcharges of a later date 
than 1901 sothat they were, perforce, obliged to use that date. 

This statement, of course, is rather at variance with the known 
existence of our numbers 162 and 163, both of which bear the date 
‘©1902 °°, and we shall not attempt to reconcile them. 

However, having a rather extensive correspondence with Nicaragua, 
we decided to say nothing but to watch our mail from that country and 
see if any stamps of that nature were used thereupon, or if any of our 
correspondents mentioned them. 

So far we have never seen a used copy of any of the stamps nor 
have they ever been referred to by any of our correspondents. These 
facts simply confirm our first opinion: that the stamps were never 
regularly issued but were made solely to fill the requisition in question 
and that they are, therefore, in no way entitled to recognition ; at all 
events, we shall not list them in the coming edition of our catalogue un 
less very strong evidence of their actually having performed postal duty 
is forthcoming. 

We do not claim that they cou/d not be used for postage, probably 
almost anything would pass the post all right, but that they have not 
been, and were not issued with any idea of being so used. 

In the last number of this JOURNAL we chronicled another sur 
charge which we believe is the same ** breed of cats’’. It is the * le 
on 2e vermilion, of 1900°°. This stamp came to us from the same source 
as the lot above mentioned and the surcharge, **1 cent.—1904 7’, is 
similar to that upon our numbers 144-151 excepting that the ‘‘c”’ of 
**CENT.’’ is lower case instead of a capital. At the time we saw no 
reason to be suspicious of it, but, since that, we have seen the same 
thing, identical in every respect excepting that, instead of ‘ 19047 , 
some were dated ‘ 19017" and others ‘*19027°. All of them were re- 
ceived in the same consignment and, as usual, there was a_ plenteous 
supply of inverted surcharges of each date. This fact, taken in con 


junction with that that nothing but the one dated ‘ 19047" was offered 


to us (probably because we so strongly condemned the former lot of 
*¢ 1901"? surcharges ), makes us inclined to doubt theirdrue postal status 
and we shall refrain from cataloguing them until further light is shed 
upon them. 

It may be possible that a later decree than that of 1901 has been 
issued authorizing these surcharges; if not how are we to reconcile the 
later dates with the statement made in the letter from the post office 
department?) And again, even so, why should the same lot, received in 
1905, bear three different dates? 

At all events, we trust that now, as a new permanent set has made 
its appearance, there will be a diminuation in the flood of surcharges 
from this benighted country.—Eb.

Some Stamp Designs.

Besides the commemorative stamps, Japan has issued four memorial 
stamps, bearing the likeness of two princes of the blood who died while on 
duty in their country’s service. Equal honor was done each, in that their 
features appeared upon two stamps, of 2 sen and 5 sen, whose designs were 
otherwise identical for the same values. This is the first time that Japan has 
placed portraits upon her stamps, though she has, for some time, pictured her 
ancient celebrities upon her national bank notes. The Emperor’s likeness, 
for obvious reasons, has never appeared in such a manner, and it will pro- 
bably be a long time yet before conservation is broken down to such an extent 
as to allow of such seeming profanation. 

On the 2 sen stamp which we have reproduced is the portrait of H. I. 
H. Prince Yoshihisa Kita-Shirakawa. He was born on April 1, 1847 and 
at the time of the Restoration was high priest of the famous temples at Nikko. 
He left the priesthood soon after, resumed his titles and was sent to Europe 
in 1870, where he spent seven years in study, mostly in Germany, acquiring 
a sound military education. He was of medium stature and possessed a 
handsome and highly intellectual face. All scientific subjects and every- 
thing connected with intellectual development interested him keenly and he 
was president of various learned associations. But he chose a military career 
in which he attained the rank of Lieutenant-General, commanding the 
Fourth Division. In 1894 he was given command of the Imperial Guards 
with whom he went to Formosa in 1895, after the cession of the island to 
Japan by China, and whom he accompanied in their advance southward 
through the island while subjugating it. But he fell a victim to the terrible 
malarial fever of Formosa and died at Tainan on October 28, 1895. 

On the 5 sen stamp which we illustrate is the portrait of H. I. H. Prince 
Taruhito Arisugawa. He was born in 1835 and was an uncle of the Emper- 
or. When the deposed Shogun sought to regain his position by the rebellion 
of 1868, which ended in the complete triumph of the Mikado, Prince 
Arisugawa was appointed supreme administrator and commander-in-chief of 
the imperial army. Receiving the sword of justice and the brocade banner, 
he led the Mikado’s troops against the rebels, saved Yedo (now Tokio) from 
destruction, and then directed the military operations in the North which 
brought the civil war to a conclusion. In 1869 he returned to the Emperor 
the sword and banner in token of the complete pacification of the empire. 
In 1875 he was made President of the Senate, and in 1877 received supreme 
command of the forces which, after seven months of fighting and the loss of 
twenty thousand lives and fifty million dollars, suppressed the Satsuma re- 
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bellion led by Saigo Takamori. For the signal ability with which he accom- 
plished this success he was decorated with the Order of the Chrysanthemum 
and made Field Marshall and Junior Prince Minister. He was then Japan's 
most noted soldier, so that it was natural, when the war with China began in 
1894, that he should be made the Chief of the General Staff which sat at 
Hiroshima, the military and naval headquarters, throughout the war. But 
sickness overtook him while on duty and he died at his home in Suma, 
province of Hiogo, on January 24, 1895. 

It must be added that the “ princes of the blood ” are all descendants of 
former mikados, but the house of Arisugawa is the nearest to the present 
Emperor’s family and is the foremost of the four houses from which the 
imperfal heir is appointed under certain circumstances. In fact, Prince 
Takehito Arisugawa, a younger brother of the famous general, who has just 
paid a visit to England after having represented the Emperor of Japan at 
the wedding of the Crown Prince of Germany, was adopted by the Emperor 
as heir to the throne in 1878, before the birth of the present Prince Imperial. 

Looking at the stamps now, we see that both Princes are represented in 
uniform and each wears about his neck the Grand Cordon of the Chrysan- 
themum. This Order, founded by the Emperor in 1876, is conferred only 
on monarchs and the highest State officials. The decoration is a ‘‘sun” 
surrounded by thirty-two white rays, similar to the Imperial “ badge of office” 
already described, with four chrysanthemums, each flanked by two green 
leaves, placed around the outside between the extremities of the four princi- 
pal rays. The back of one of the flowers is inscribed ‘‘ Exalted deeds and 
honorable actions,” The decoration is not wholly visible, but more of it is 
seen on the 2 sen stamps bearing Prince Arisugawa’s portrait than on any of 
the others. All four stamps bear the chrysanthemum crest at top, but on 
the 5 sen stamps will be found the crests of the respective Princely houses 
occupying a corresponding position at the bottom. A close inspection will 
reveal that the badge of the Kita-Shirakawa family is a chrysanthemum of 
fourteen petals. whose center is occupied by acherry blossom. On the other 
hand the crest of the house of Arisugawa 1s found to be three chrysanthe- 
mum blossoms seen “ in profile’’, their stems meeting in the center of the 
circular badge. A chrysanthemum scroll on either side of the central circle, 
separating the Japanese and English inscriptions, completes the special 
feature of the 5 sen value. The 2 sen stamps have the corners occupied by 
a much conventionalized spike of the pav/ownia with seven “ buds ™. 

These “ war memorial ” stamps were issued on August 1, 1896 and were 
good for foreign as well as domestic postage. Five millions of each type of 
the 2 sen were printed and two millions of each type of the 5 sen. They are 
steel engravings, the first ever made for Japanése stamps, although the issues 
previous to 1876 were line engraved on copper. 





Just as these notes were being finished there arrived from Japan another 
commemorative stamp whose advent had already been heralded, which may 
form the precursor of further important changes to come when the end of 
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the present conflict allows the readjustment of disturbed conditions in do- 
mestic affairs. Properly speaking it is rather a Korean stamp, but as it has 
been issued by the Japanese authorities it will not be wholly out of place to 
consider it here. It will be remembered that, inthe spring of 1905, it was 
announced that the Japanese would take over the management of the Korean 
Posts and Telegraphs, as they had already taken charge of the finances. 
This move was accomplished on May 18, when notices to the effect that 
the Korean postal, telegraph and telephone services would be operated by 
the Japanese from that date were posted on the bulletin boards. To mark 
the event and yet not give offense to the Koreans by the substitution of 
Japanese stamps for their own, a special commemorative stamp of 3 sen was 
projected by the Japanes: Department of Communication, this being the 
domestic letter rate in Korea and therefore the most commonly used value. 
‘rhe stamp was issued on July 1 and is intended for the Korean domestic 
service only, though it will curry a letter to any part of Japan or to any 
Chinese treaty port where there is a Japanese post office. This limitation 
explains the fact that the inscriptions are wholly in Chinese characters, 
whereas all other current stamps of the two countries bear either English or 
French inscriptions as well. 

The design of the stamp is neat and effective, as is usual with these 
Japanese productions A banderole at the top bears the commemorative 
inscription, while the main feature of the design is a double circle, the inner 
one enclosing the value on an engine-turned ground, The space between 
the circles should be occupied by the inscriptions, if the precedent of the 
usual stamp design had been followed, but a much more effective emblematic 
inscription has taken its place. At the left, the heraldic “ dexter" and side 
of honor, is found a plum blossom, called « me by the Japanese, which we 
will recall is the emblem of the reigning house of Korea. At the correspond- 
ing point on the right side, the heraldic “sinister’’ and nominally sub- 
ordinate position as Japan is issuing the stamp for her sister empire, appears 
the £iku-mon or chrysanthemum badge of the Japanese Emperor. As a 
backing for the two badges we find a spray of cherry, with blossoms and 
fruit, accompanying the Korean emblem ; while a similar spray of plum, 
again with blossoms and fruit, accompanies the Japanese emblem and thus 
we have a sort of international “exchange of courtesies”. At the top and 
bottom of the circle are two pigeons, called Aato, representing the post, while 
the lower spandrels are filled in with conventional thunderbolts to signalize 
the telegraph and telephone services. 

The fact will doubtless not have escaped our readers that all these com- 
m morative stamps have appeared in a red color, though the war memorial 
stamps do not properly belong in the “ jubilee ” category, their colors merely 
corresponding to the colors of the same values in the regular set. The rea- 
son is that red is not only the jubilee color but also the national color as 
well. The use of red for fétes and celebrations is traced back, like so many 
other things, to Chinese influences. Yellow is the imperial hue in China, 
but red may be called the official color, for the official list of the empire is 
contained in a red book, the Emperor signs or annotates documents with the 
“vermilion pencil”, seals are impressed in red ink, mandarins of the highest 
rank are denoted by a red button on the cap, official calling cards are in- 
scribed on red paper, and the color is generally in evidence at festivals or 
any occasion where joy and good. -will are the key-notes. In Japan, in addi- 
tion, red is the color of the “ Rising Sun” as he appears on their flags and 
has thus become the national color in conjunction with white.

NINE VARIETIES. 

It has already been mentioned that the new die was issued in accor 
dance with the action of the 36th Congress, and that this stamp is also 
used to forma compound value with the one cent Franklin. 

The collector of entire envelopes finds in this issue two new shapes, 
knives 6 and 7, of which the former was supposed to supply the needs 
of the gentler portion of humanity, and is officially known as ‘ Ladies’ 
Note Size,’’ while knife 7 is styled ** Medium Letter’? and is for com- 
mercial correspondence. These envelopes have ‘‘ patent lines.” 

With the exception of variety 8, which measures 245 mm., the 
vertical dimension of the die is 24 mm. ‘The several varieties may be 
grouped by observing the position of the back of the bust with relation 
to the letters ‘‘G’’ and * KB” of ** POSTAGE,” 

GrRovurPp I.—Back of bust points at ‘*G.’’ (Vars. 1 to 7.) 

Group I1.—Back of bust points between ‘*G”’ and E.’’ (Var. 8.) 

Group I1.—Back of bust points almost at ** E.’’ (Var. 9.) 

For the specialist the writer recommends the use of a 10 mm. unit 
distance measurement to be applied as follows : 

Measure 10 mm. from the top of the highest ray of the left star 
towards the top of ** P”’ of ** POSTAGE.’ This measurement assists 
in the identification of varieties | and 3. Another measurement may be 
taken from the left end of the horizontal cross stroke of ‘*N’’ of 
‘SCENTS ” towards the ‘‘ EB”? of ** TILREE,’”’ and reveals the different 
spacings between the latter and ** CIENTS.”

This die, which was in use from October, 1560, to August 15, 1861, 
presents us with a new head, which was retained for the next higher 
uenomination, the ten cents, green. Why the head used for the three 
cents was abandoned by the die maker we do not know. ‘The principal 
new feature is a very short heavy front-lock which ends tar from 
tne ear-lobe. tn addition to the front-lock there are three long clusters 
of hair in the front and four in the rear, of which the two lowest reach 
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into the queue.¢) From the middle of the side-lock extends the wedge- 
shaped lowest front-lock. It slants but a little distance across the ear- 
lobe. A long straight lock, made up of three strands, runs from the 
ear-lobe into the queue. The size of this envelope is ‘‘ Official ’’ or No. 
7, measuring 221x98 mm. It is found both on white and buff paper 
and is very rare. 


TEN CENTS: GREEN. 
HEAD OF WASHINGTON ; SIX RAYED STARS FOR SIDE ORNAMENTS. 
OVAL 20x24 MM. 


Envelopes bearing the ten cent die were issued from October, 
1860, to August 15, 1861. As has already been stated the head is the 
same as that of the preceding die, but the envelope is different. It is 
the common knife 2, or ‘‘ Full Letter,’? measuring 139x83 mm. The 
paper is white or buff. Of the two, the former is the rarer. 

Before taking up the next issue it may be well to remind the col- 
lector that the three cents, six cents and ten cents have been reprinted, 
not on entire envelopes, but on pieces of paper vertically laid, while the 
originals are on diagonally laid paper.

The central portion of the design is not 
well done, the shading of the face and the lines denoting the hair being 
broken and irregular ; there are little discrepancies in the frame also, 
but nothing very noticeable there except to the eye of a philatelist. 
The paper is unwatermarked, of course, but the watermark is no pro- 
tection in the case of stamps passing through the post office on letters. 
The most striking point about the stamp is its perforation, which gauges 
about 11, and should have caught the eye of a post office clerk, especially 
as the stamp was used side by side with genuine copies of other values. 

‘<The fact that such a thing as this could happen seems to be suf- 
ficient to show that a minute head, in a frame of meaningless pattern, 
is no protection against forgery. The poor examples of surface-printing 
now employed, are easily imitated by means of lithography, which was 
probably used for the forgery in question.”’

The second part of this work, devoted to the stamps of those countries 
which are not comprised in the British Empire, has reached us and, as 
was the case with the first part, it has been slightly increased in size to 
allow for the extra space occupied by the new cuts, which are now the

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exact size of the stamps themselves. The cuts are certainly a great 
improvement upon the ones heretofore used although we can not con 
scientiously say that they leave nothing to be desired. 

The paper and typographical execution are good but the binding 
impresses us as being rather flimsy and hardly calculated to stand the 
wear and tear to which a catalogue, especially one issued by so well and 
favorably known a house as that of the publishers, is ordinarily sub 
jected. 

Several countries have been entirely re-written and many notes 
added ; all of which tends to increase the value of a work which is 
already so well known to the philatelic public as to need no introduction 
or encomiums at the hands of the reviewer. 

As to the prices, that subject is, in our opinion, one which concerns 
only the publishers and their individual clients and, therefore, we have 
no criticism to offer upon them.—Ep.

DEAR Str :—I must warn collectors and dealers against some for- 
geries of Ceylon ‘¢ On Service’’ King’s head stamps which are now being 
widely circulated. There are two kinds. 

1st :—Different type and apparently handstamped. Can be easily 
detected. 

2nd :—Is a very dangerous forgery as the same type has been used 
and the only point of difference | could see is the distance between On 
and Service. The genuine is 4 mm. and the forgery measures from 4} 
mm.to5 mm. I have come across the 2, 3 and 25¢ with the forged 
surcharged. Used copies are postmarked Colombo, September, 1904.
